The steam railroads today consist of a 
locemotive carrying a number of cars which 
are run over rails. The cars may be essen- 
tially the same as those on the electric line. 
A standard gauge for the rails is common 
to both systems. The difference in the opera- 
tion is, therefore, entirely concerned with 
the application of the motive power. The 
steam railroad train is run by a locomotive 
which generates its own power as it goes 

along. The trolley car receives its motive 
, power, or juice, as the motormen call it, 
«from a central station, which may be miles 
away. The locomotive, which burns its own 
coal and makes its own steam, is a big affair, 
and as clumey as it is uneconomical. It nec- 
essarily must carry a number of cars behind 
Cit to make it profitable. 

Economical management of a railroad has 
for its foundation stone the creation of a 
type of locomotive which will pull the great- 
est number of cars in the quickest time with 
the least eee g of steam, and with the 
greatest volume 
amount of coal.

Wild Scramble for Safety. 

When the smoke was discovered, pouring 
into the corridors of the hotel, three-fourths 
of the guests had retired for the night. In 
ten minutes, however, the word had been 
apread throughout the building, and in con- 
fusion men, women, and children scrambled 
for safety. 
Disregarding the elevators, the majority of 
the guests tried to escape down the, stair- 
ways. A few of the more frightened ones 
sought the fire escapes. The excitement was 
intense for more than half an hour, until the 
flames had been extinguished, and the hotel 
employés had spread the word of reasstr- 
ance, 


Tries to Leap from Window. 

In the hasty exodus of the guests nobody 
really was injured, although one woman was 
rescued by the police as she was about to 
make a leap from a fifth story window, and 
another was carried fainting into a hearby 
drug store. The fact that the large number 
of persone who were in the hotel at the time 
were able to escape without harm was due 
largely to the forethought of Chief Clerk E. 
E. Quinn, who, as soon as he realized the sit- 
uation, dispatched bellboy» and other em- 
ployés to the eight floors of the hotel to calm 
the guests. 

Despite these assurances, practjcally every 
occupant of a room, bearing his or hér pds- 
sessions in more or less disarranged state, 
and sometimes scantily clad, insisted on hur- 
rying down the smoky stairways and piling 
luggage in the corridor, prepared for a 
further removal, if necessary. The hotel 
lobby resembled the baggage room of a 
steamship office. Many guests, fearing to re- 
turn to their rooms, sat, still excited, with 
their satchels and handbage long after the 
fire had been put out and the building cleared 
of smoke.

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JAIL PRISONERS WIN STRIKE 


Rebel Against Rule Curtailing 
Their Hours Out of Cells. 


WAGE CONTEST ALL DAY. 


* 
Guard Blamed for Suicide of Murderer 
Is Discharged ‘ 


For the first time in history a strike of 
Prisoners hag been waged and won. By a 
stubborn contest, that had a whirlwind fin- 
ish, forty convicted men, employed as 


complete victory over Sheriff StrasshBim and 
2 Langeloh. They struck at 9:80 in 
e forenoon, and at 6 in the afternoon the 
sheriff surrendered. 
In a desperate effort to check the rising 
tide of discontent and rebellion the sheriff and 
the jailer discharged a negligent employé 
during the day. They dismissed Guard Dan- 
lel Ward, the man who was on watch on the 
floor in which is located the cell in which 
John Kruls, a convicted wife murderer, com- 
mitted suicide Monday afternoon by hanging 
himeelf. 
Open rebellion against the jail authorities 
was rife among the trustles all day. A 
rumor that they beat a prisoner who re- 
fused to join the strike was widely circulated. 
It was denied by the guards, but when the 
„ trusties themselves were allowed to talk 
none of them repudiated the story. In fact, 
there were several, who with nods and un- 
mistakable gestures—made, however, when 
the sheriff and guards were not looking—gave 
confirmation. ä ; 


Strike Called in Morning. 

The strike was found in full blast in the 
morning. When the cells were unlocked at 
9:80 every trusty refused to emerge. Instead 
they languidly stretched their limbs on their 
bunks and leered insolently at the puzzled 
guards. There was difficulty in ascertaining 
the cause of the trouble. None of the pris- 
oners would act as spokesman, fearing lest he 
should be regarded as the ringleader. 

After a prolonged investigation Jailer Lan- 
geloh found that the strike was due to dis- 
satisfaction with a new rule under which the 
hour for locking of the cells of trusties was 
changed from 8:30 to 7:30. The latter hour 
was deemed too early for enforced retire . 
ment. It was on this issue that the fight was 
made. 

The result is called a “ compromise” by 
Sheriff Strassheim. But the strikers really 
won every point. They get the same.time out 
of their cells as before. In the future, how 
ever, they will retire at 8 o’clock instead of 
8:30, but they are to be released from the cells 
daily at 9 o’clock in the morning instead of 
9:80. 

Threat of Dungeon Fails to Move. 
When the rebellion was at its height Jailer 
Langeloh, at the command of Sheriff Strass- 
heim, announced to the men that “ every one 
of the forty of them would be thrown into the 
black holes in solitary confinement ” if they 
did not at once return to work. But the 
rebels refused to budge. They sat sullenly 
in their cells, and when the sheriff came upon 
the scene in person they refused to talk singly 
to him. 0 

„Let us all out into the corridor and talk | 
to us all at once—that’s the only way we will 
talk, they shouted. 

Seeing the determined looks on the faces of 
the desperate men, the sheriff capitulated 
The settlement of the trouble quickly ¢o)- 
lowed. 


“Trusties” Men Serving Sentences. 
The trusties are men Who have heen con- 
victed and are serving sentences. They are 
assigned to the performance of the necessary 
manual labor about the building, and on ac- 
count of the greater likerty accofded them 
for the doing of their daily tasks they have 
been given the name of “ trusties.”’ 
Whether Jailer Langeloh has the power 
to compel the trusties to work is a mooted 
question, but he declared he and Sheriff 
Strassheim have been legally advised that 
they have that power. 

Among the strikers were the “ runners” 
who attend at the visitors’ cage, and when 
a visitor arrives go to the corridor or cell to 
notify the prisoner wanted. Because of their 
refusal to work no visitors were admitted to 
the jail during the day excegt attorneys to see 
clients. : 

Other strikers included the men who do 
the scrubbing and all the work of the place 
except cocking. Most of the cooks seem 
to have been left out of the union with

NICE YOUNG MAN DRESSMAKER 
MAKES CUSTOMS MEN GAPE. 


Officers Find Him Swathed in Lace and 
Drag Yards from the Folds of Negli- 
gee Shirts. 


| New York, Sept. 8—[Special}—The cus- 
toms officials believe that they have uncov- 
ered a syndicate of smugglers who in the 
last thirty years have brought into this port 
more than $1,000,000 worth of dutlable goods. 
fhey believe that by the arrest of a dapper, 
thin voiced, young man who arrived today 
aboard the North German Lloyd steamship 
Kronprinz Wilhelm they have knocked the 
syndicate to smithereens. The man is Will- 


lam T. Hardy, who has a dressmaking estab- 
lishment at 85 West Thirty-first street wich 


telephone connections. He was accompanied 
by Burton Baldwin, who occupied the same 
cabin with him and who is interested in his 
business. 

Wound around Hardy’s body were thirty 
yards of hand made lace, valued at about 
$25 a yard. In the pockets and the lining 
of his overcoat about 8500 worth of lace and 
dress trimmings was found. 

Mr. Hary did not lose his good humor, even 
after the biggest of his trunks had been 
opened. In this trunk, on the top layers, 
were more than a dozen negligée shirts, all 
of which were pinned as if they had just 
come from the haberdasher. Inspector 
Campbell lifted one of the shirts from the 
trunk and looked down into the neck of it. 
He found several dozen yards of lace folded 
in such a manner that a cursory observation 
would not have revealed it.

GIVEN TIME FOR PROTEST. 


Claims That the Tax Hearing Is | 
Too Brief and Admits Its 
Unpreparedness. 


‘Another sizzle, preliminary to the explo- 
sion predicted to take place when the stock- 
holders of the International Harvester com- 
pany had been given a final opportunity 
for opposing an increase of their assess- 
ments, was all that occurred yesterday 
when the complaints filed by the Square 
Deal Tax league were called for hearing 
by the board of review. 

None of the individuals whose names ap- 
peared upon the summonses came in person 
to the board rooms or was represented by 
counsel. It was Charles E. Erbstein, at- 
torney for the league, and Francis 8. Wilson 
who requested a continuance of the hear- 
ing for two or three days. The board con- 
sented to awarding them ten minutes late to- 
morrow afternoon. 

Their plea was that the notice given them 
of the hearing was too brief for the extend- 
ed preparations they intended to make. They 
satisfied the board members that they had 
faets to preseht for consideration and that 
this might be done in the absence of the 

persons whose property assessment is to be 
reviewed. What would have been done had 
these been present yesterday Mr. Erbstein 
did not say. The complaints were called at 
4 o'clock and if the evidence had not been 
presented at that time the affected property 
owners could have claimed an immediate 
dismissal of the charges of tax dodging. 


Erbstein Given Floor; Asks Delay. 
Erbstein and Wilson had been waiting for 
some time when Roy O. West annnounced 
that the board would take up the Harvester 
cases. After reading the names of William 
Deering, Cyrus H. McCormick, and the other 
nine stockholders mentioned in the protests, 
and finding them absent andeunrep:esented, 
he gave Mr. Erbstein the floor. 
“This was entirely unexpected 
attorney. 1 did nat hear of it until I 
o'clock. You, Mr. West, personally prom- 
ised me that I should have three days’ notice, 
and the league is not ready to present its 
case now. I believe some, arrangement is 
being made by Darrow, Masters, and WII- 
son so that the stockholders will submit a 
list of their holdings. The hearing was to 
be continued pending that agreement.“ 
But, Mr. Erbstein,“ interposed Mr. West, 
* this board is supposed to conclude its work 
by Sept. 7, and we still havé the towns of 
Lake View and North town for this next 
two weeks and then we have to take up all 
of the south town, with the loop assess- 
ments. It is difficult to continue cases .in 
this way. I think you have had ample time. 


Explains Why He Is Not Ready. 

Erbdstein contended that several suits had 
been held in abeyance until notice was served 
that the hearing was to open and that he 
, could not submit his evidence to the review- 
” ers in writing as he would not consent to his 
material getting into their hands unless he 
had good reason for his action. Mr. West 
answered with the argument that the 
statutes lay out the system to be followed 
and that the remaining time would be ex- 
hausted in regular business. 

I understood that you personally were to 
take no part in this case,“ retorted. the at- 
torney for the league. 

“That was the International company.“ 
explained Mr. West. These are the cases 
of the tndividual stockholders with whom I 
have nothing to do. We try some of the 

“company’s cases, but are not attorneys for 
the stockbolders.”’ 

Fred W. Upham intervened with a sugges- 
‘tion that the supper hour be observed. 

“If you have information that ought to be 
presented to the board, he said, we will 
withhold the assessment review until we 
have it if the delay is not unreasonable. But 
we do want facts and not argument two or 
three hours long.“ 

Attorney Erbstein declared that he could 
present his facts in ten minutes’ time and 
that allowance to be given after the last call 
at 4 o'clock on Thursday was made him. 

The time of the board yesterday was de- 
voted to the hearing $f protests upon per- 
sonal property assessments of small amounts. 
Many of these were cut in half or were wiped 
out altogether.
